• Fi ght for prisoners of conscience . Imagine being imprisoned solely for who you are or what you 
believe. That is the fate for far too many people around the world and, every day, Amnesty activists 
are bringing pressure to bear on those who have denied them their freedom. Our annual Write for 
Rights initiative delivers nearly six million calls for action on behalf of prisoners of conscience around 
the world. Last, Amnesty’s work on prisoners of conscience helped free hundreds of people who were 
unjustly imprisoned. 

This work is just a fraction of what you sustain as an Amnesty member. Your dedication and commitment also 
helps us safeguard journalists, oppose the death penalty, protect women and girls from rape and other forms of violence, 
and combat the still-entrenched forces of bigotry, xenophobia, and hatred. 

And, as one of our most committed members, you understand the critical importance of being the worlds 
conscience—holding governments everywhere (including our own) to basic standards of decency and justice and 
keeping those governments accountable whenever they fall short.
